Death of a Former Kesldent of This City 


At Longmeadow, Has*., Sunday. 


Robert Silcox, a well-known resident 


of Lougmeadow, died Sunday evening 
at Mrs. McQueen's house, of neuralgia 
of the heart. Although Mr. Silcox's 
tealth had been impaired for some 
;ime, 
his serious illness dates only 


'rom last Thursday. 
Mr. Silcox was 


born in Patterson, N. J., April 6, 
LSI8. His parents were 
originally 


'rom Longmeadow. 
His grandfather, 


Robert Silcox, was a British soldier of 
the Revolution, who decided to remain 
after the war and settle in Long- 
meadow. Mr. Silcox's parents returned 
to Longmeadow in 1824, and his youth 
was passed there and in Granville. 
When 19 he went West and taught 
school in different states and finally 
settled in Portsmouth, O., where he 
was book-keepei and confidential clerk 
for the same firm, a clothing house, for 
nearly forty years. 


After losing two wives in Ohio, Mr, 


Silcox came to Longmeadow in 1874 
and married Miss Hannah Gates, but 
continued to live in Portsmouth until 
1886, when he once , more returned to 
Longmeadow. Mr. Silcox was a life- 
long Republican, and at the breaking 
out of the war took an active part, as 
he lived near the border line, and was 
a stanch abolitionist. 
He was a great 


reader, and kept remarkably well in- 
formed on all points, always taking an 
active interest in politics and public 
affairs. 
He was a member of the Con- 


gregational church, a genial, 
kindly 


man of generous 
impulse. 
Three 


children of his first wife survive. 
Julia O., a teacher in Cleveland, O., 
arrived Saturday. 
They are William, 


of Portsmouth, O., and Charles, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. A son, Robert, died 
when nearly ready to graduate from a 
dental college. 
Mrs. Silcox died in 


1888.
